UNIVERSALISM. 


Havineaccidentally taken up adiscourse, 
from the pen of a Universalist of New- 
England, curiosity excited me toa perusal 
of it.—I found it, as I had anticipated, re- 
plete with the sentiments ucually attributed 
to this class of believers, and similar to 
those | entertained of them myself :—but 
which in my estimation, are in direct oppo- 
sition to every moral and religious senti- 
ment,—and of course to the revelation of 
Jesus Christ and the general tenor of the 
sacred writings. 7 

Calm and serious reflection impressed 
more strongly on my mind, the erroneous 
ideas and principles of universal salvation ; 
—and strongly enforced the conviction, that 
instead of inculcating the pure principles of 
genuine morality and religion ; instead of 
living in conformity to the practical pre- 
cepts of the gospel, this sect rather aim to 
reduce the andaad of all perfection and 
truth, to agree with the tempers and dispo- 
sitions of their lives. How much soever we 
may wish the doctrine of universal salvation 
to be true ; our merely wishing ict v~ —-, 
will not alter the case. If we search the 
scriptures withattention ; if we peruse them 
with an impartial, unprejudiced mind, with 
areal desi.t0 KNOW the truth and perform 
it, we shall not be likely to infer from the 


general tenor of scripture, that iniquity is 


leasing in the sight of God, or that he will 
ook with tenderness, complacency, or ap- 
probation upon an evil heart. —It is an easy 
task, indeed, to select from the bible a few 
passages which favor the doctrine of univer- 
sal salvation ; and it is as easy to select 
others which convey a meaning as oppo- 
site, as light is to darkness. He who would 
impose on us the belief that the total de- 
pravity of our nature renders us incapable 
of performing any service acceptable in the 
sight of Heaven and unable to seek the 
kingdom of God and its righteousness ol 
ourselves !° he who would thus chain our | 
hands and fetter our feet, & then require us 
to work out our own salvation with fear and 
trembling ; and he, who wishes us to be- 
lieve that salvation will grow up to us of its 
own accord—whatever may have been the 
tenor of our past lives, however we have 
abused the commands of Jehovah—and des- 
pised the gospel of his Son, Lmust conclude, 
are unhappily in an error, equally delusive, 
and perhaps equally fatal to their final sal- 
vation !—If we in sincerity believe the 
scriptures to be the word of God ; if we 
take them for our guide in life and our hope 
in death, it becomes us as menand as chris- 
tians to give them a fair and impartial in- 
vestigation ; to draw our opinions and prin- 
ciples from their precepts and not fix our 
pelighes creed and then search for demon- 
strations to sanction it.—Nor does it be- 
come the character of the strict inquirer af- 
ter truth, to ground his evidence or rest 
the hope of his salvation, on a few quota- 
tions roan the Holy Scriptures. While the 
Apostle Paul informs us,¢*as by the offence 
of one, judgment came upon all men unto 
condemnation, even so by the righteousness 
of one the free gift came upon all men unto 
justification of life,” let us advert to the 
words of our blessed Saviour who invites us 
to “enter at the strait gate’ — ** for” 
sayshe ‘* wide is the gate and broadis the 
way that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be that go in thereat.”--But ** strait 
is the gate and narrow is the way that lead- 
eth to life and few there be that find it.” 
When one of the people interrogated our 
Saviour if there were few that were saved, 
the admirable reply is, strive to enter in at 
the strait gate. be many, L say unto you, 
shall seek to enter in and shall not be able ! 





[foes this look like universal salvation ? ex- 
cept ye repent ye shall all likewise perish : 
except a man be born again he cannot en- 
ter the kingdom of heaven ; indeed except 
he be born of water and of the spirit he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 
If declarations of scripture like these are in 
favor of universal salvation ; if they tend 
to strengthen such principles, if they can be 
explained to mean hat all mankind shall be 
saved while living in rebellion tothe God 
of heaven—while their conduct speaks in 
language too plain to be misunderstood “de- 
part from me I desire not a knowledge of 
thy ways,” then will l acknowledge that my 
conceptions of the sacred writings have been 
erroneous, then will I feel it a duty to in- 
culcate the principles of universal salva- 
tion, and become their votary ; then will I 
believe that the God of heaven has said and 
will not perform, has spoken and will not 
make it good. But what says scripture on 
other points, and in other places? It says 
that all manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men, (on repentance) but 
whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost 
it shall not be forgiven unto him, neither in 
this life neither in the world to come. How 
then cana man be saved who has sinned 
against the Holy Ghost ?—Our Saviour said 
of Judas Iscariot ** good were it for that man 
if he had never been born.”—If Judas is 
finally made happy, will he not be a gainer 
vy his existence r How is it that the tares 
are burned in the parable of the sower? 
Why in the parable of the fishes are the bad 
thrown away ? and is it probable when they 
are once cast away they will be again gath- 
ered up? If we believe the sacred writings 
we shall be impressed with a contrary opin- 
ion. Very defective christians must those 
they arnare only willing to believe what 


In several instances we have dwelt so 


man, and of his need of being regenerated 
through the influences of the Holy Spirit, as 
to excite apprehension in the bosoms of some 
of them, that we had been made acquainted 
with their private character. A few even- 
ings since, one with whom we have had 
the most frequent conversation, rose from 
his birth apparently in great haste and per- 
turbation ; and, after walking on deck a 
few moments with a quick step, desired to 
speak with one of us. He appeared to be 
much agitated ; and it was some time be- 
fore he could speak with so much coherency, 
us to make himself intelligible.

ners and kind attentions ; that we did not 
know indeed what sins his own heart. was 
conscious of ; but he might fest assured, 
that we were wholly unacquainted with 
them. This abated his rage and jealousy 
in some degree : but he still would not be- 
lieve it possible that we should have made 
— remarks to him, if we had not 
hear some unfavorable report of him.— 
Since that time, he has been very reserved: 
and we fear not so penitent for sin, as vex-

Extract of aletter from Rev. VW. Goodell, 

Missionary to Palestine, to a gentleman 

in New-Haven, dated at Sea, Nov. 8,! 
1823. 

My pDrAR FRIEND, 

We left Malta on the 24th ult. and are 

now on our way to Syria, rather hoping than 

expecting to be able to take up our winter 
quarters at Jerusalem. Those who sail 

with us, speak the Italian with fluency ; and 

with them we have had many, and long, and 

solemn and religious discussions,and have 
read much with them and to them from 

the Italian Scriptures. They are altogeth- 
er of the Romish Charch, and know no oth- 
er wav of going to heaven, than doing pe- 
nance for their sins, praying to the virgin, 
confessing to the priest, paying homage to 
the pope. and passing through purgatory. 

But to repent of sin, to be renewed in heart, 

to live a prayerful and sober life, to keep 
holy the Sabbath day, or to be sincere and 

in earnest about religion—is an idea, W hich 
seems never toNave found a place im their 
minds. In eur conversations with them, 
wehave eudeavored to avoid, as much as 
possible, disputes about forms and ceremo 

nies, and to aim directly at the heart and 
conscience. Of what avail is it to convert 
a man from one religion to another, if he is 
not converted * from tlie error of his 
ways,” and his heart is not converted to 
God? Or to persuade him to belong to 
this or that communion. if he does not belong 
‘to the church of the first born, whose 
names are written in heaven ?” 
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God: faith is the 
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od.avith himeelf for having committed him- 
We are now sailing along the coast oi 
Cyprus, detained by contrary winds from 
entering the port of Larnica. The brig 
discharges part of her cargo here, and the 
remainder at Bairout. We know not what 
is before us ; but we commit ourselves to 
Him, who has said, ** When thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with thee; and 
through the rivers, they shall not overflow 
thee.” Weask your prayers, that we may 
not faint in the day of trial; but that we 
may glorify God in life and in death.

We left Cy- 
prus on the Evening of the 14th, and the 
next morning were animated with a view of 
the distant snowy heights of Lebanon. 
The sun rose sublimely, over a well formed 
peak directly behind our destined t.

Extract from the Revorr of the Rev. M, 
C. Srarie, to the Domestic Missionary 
Society. of Wilmington, communicated 
July, 1824. 

Curis 


You are now expecting a report from 
your Missionary, of the labor which he has 
Lomi during the six weeks which he 
has spent in this region of country. But 
before commencing ‘ius narrative, he begs 
leave to remark, that, to the successful and 
proper discharge of missionary duties, it 
seems expedient and necessary, that those 
who are acquainted with the grounds to be 
occupied by their missionary, should define 
his field of labor, and assist him in fixing 
upon the most important spots to be culti- 
vated. Where this is eghetted, a mission- 
ary, ever so much devoted, may fail of 
meeting the hopes and expectations of his 
patrons ; and that shisreby through igno- 
rance. Owing to circumstances, not ne- 
cessary here to state, your missionary. did 
not receive that instruction he much wished 
and expected. He entered on his field of 
labor with a design to do every thing in his 
wg for the dissemination of religious 
ight and knowledge, amongst those whom 
the day-star from on high had not yet visit- 
ed ; and as the preaching of the word, has 
in all ages been the great means in the hands 
of the Lord, for convincing sinners and 
building up his own people, your Missiona- 
ry determined to devote himself to ‘this 
work, not merely preaching as many times 
in a week as the Society specify in their 
Constitution, but to be ‘* instant in season 
and out of season,” reproving, rebuking, 
exhorting wherever and whenever he had 
opportunity : and if he has been able to 
preach but little more than the Society re- 
quired, it is not because he was unwilling, 
but because the providence of God did not 
permit ; at all times when health (which a 
part of the time has been very delicate,) 
permitted, wherever a few only could be 
assembled, he has been ready to warn sin- 
ners of their danger, and to point them to 
the Lamb of God that taketh away the sins 
of the world. 

When this Society was first formed, there 
were a number of important vacancies in 
your neighborhoed, which have since, m 
the providence of God, been supplied with 
the stated means of grace ; and altho the 
field for missionary exertion in this Presby- 
tery, and in this County, is still very great, 
and the call of souls, perishing *‘ for lack of 
vision,” as imperious as ever, yet your Mis- 
sionary does not now find those grand ral- 
lying points which he once did—he does 
not now stand on the heights of Zion to pro- 
claim the word of the Lord; but must go 
to the less conspicuous, tho no less deserv- 
ing corners of the vineyard. He who now 
goes out under your auspices, must expect 
to preach often in the country, to small con- 
gregations ; and more especially at this 
season of the year, when, on every day of 
the week, except the Sabbath, people are 
engaged in their necessary avocations. 

Notwithstanding these disadvantages, 
your Missionary has often, in the course of 
these few week’s labor, met very full houses 
and attentive audiences : to many, he has 
in so short a period, been made * the savor 
of death unto death, or of life unto life.’’ 
He is not anxious, nor at all willing to say, 
in which of these two states any one who 
has heard him stands, God only knows the 
heart ; but from appearance and the testi- 
mony of others, he hopes that you have been 
the instruments, under God, of sendin 
forth a sower with precious seed, whick 
shall one day yield a plentiful and blessed 
harvest. 

During the six weeks of his employment, 
your Missionary preached twenty-six times 
—attended two prayer meetings and two 
funerals—distributed four Bibles, six Tes- 
taments, 150 or 200 Tracts, and visited 
the sick whenever he found an opportunity. 
Instead of giving you the particulars in the 
form of a Fournat perhaps it will be more 
interesting, and quite as intelligible, to 
speak of the places in their geographical 
order. - 

At Shellpot school house, your Missiona- 
ry has preached four times; the assembly 
increased in number and attention every 
time he met them. At first the house was 
tolerably well filled ; but with those who 
appeared to take little interest ia the “good 
news” proclaimed tothem. At the second 
meeting, which was on a Sabbath afternoon, 
he found a larger congregation, and some 
appeared to feel the force of truth. The 
third time he met an assembly much larger 
than the former, so that the house could not 
contain them, and we resorted to the shade 
of a large oak near at hand, which had be- 
fore been used for similar purposes—here 
a congregation of 150 or 200 joined in the

worship of the “Lord of the Sabbath ;” 
and some we hope found it indeed a **Beth- 
el.” Yesterday (July 4th) I preached at this 
paw again; the number was as large, per- 

aps larger than the previous Sabbath, and 
the attention quite as good : this appears to 
be a field ripening for the harvest. 

At Braaigwite school house, your Mis- 
sionary has preached twice ; there was in 
general, good attention, but nothing worthy 
of special remark. 

July 4th, in the morning, preached at 
Gilpin’s paper-mill ; there were perhaps 60 
or 70 present, and all appeared attentive, 
but no special visible effect was produced 
on the minds of the audience—text this 
morning in Joshua, chap. xxiv. and 15 ver. 
** Choose ye this day whom ye will serve.” 
During the occasional absence of the pastor 
of this congregation, your Missionary was 
called upof to preach three times and lec- 
ture once in this place. 

A day or two after the mission commenc- 
ed, an appointment was to have been filled 
at ** Stidham’s School House,” but owing 
to a misunderstanding, not more than two 
or three attended ; another appointment 
was made for the next Sabbath afternoon— 
a few were out—during the sermon some 
remarks were made on the recent, peaceful 
and happy death of one who had formerly 
taken a deep interest in the welfare of the 
children in that neighborhood, by superin- 
tending a sabbath school, and other acts of 
benevolence. The speaker endeavored to 
impress upon the minds of the children pre- 
sent, who he thought probably had been un- 
der his care, the necessity of being prepared 
for death—a death peaceful and fapter as 
that of the individual mentioned ; some of 
those present had been teachers, I under- 
stood, and appeared affected under the 
preaching. It was designed if possible to 
revive the sabbath school in this place, 
which had entirely declined; but for want of 
teachers and especially of a proper person 
to superintend, the design was shen oned ; 
considerable sickness prevailed at that time 
in the neighborhood, and few attended 
preaching, so it was not thought advisable 
to make another appointment at that place. 

Twice your Missionary has been in New- 
Castle, when there was a meeting, and he 
was called on to preach ; the attention of 
the people was good—but nothing is recol- 
lected worthy of particular notice. 


At Dragon-neck, which comes next in 
g phical order, we had two appoint- 
ments: the first was on Sabbath afternoon, 
June 6ih ; there was a very large and at- 
tentive audience—the day was very warm, 
and the preacher laboring under severe in- 
disposition of body, so that what good was 
done, was most eminently of the Lord. 
The people were anxious for another ap- 
pointment to be made ; but some time after, 
when one had been made, the day proved 
unfavorable, and but few came out—those 
present appeared attentive, and to hear, in 
some measure, as for eternity. 


On Sabbath the 20th of June, being dis- 
appointed of collecting an audience at the 
canal, I came to St. Georges’ church and 
after partaking with my fellow-christians 
the memorials of our blessed Saviour’s love, 
addressed the congregation in general— 
warning them not to reject the Saviour now 
freely offered—spoke peorentts to bapti- 
zed persons of the obligations they were 
under, and of their privilege in thus being 
united to the visible church. On the fol- 
lowing day I preached in the St. Georges’ 
church—the audience was not very large, 
but very attentive. Just before commenc- 
ing the exercises, I was informed that the 
funeral of one of the workmen on Mr. Gui- 
er’s farm at Dragon-neck, was approaching; 
we accordingly waited till it came—at the 
grave, I offered a prayer to Almighty God, 
and then invited all the people to enter the 
church, where I should endeavor to improve 
the solemn event—most of the men (work- 
men on the canal, I understood) came in— 
spoke from John xv. 1, 2. ‘* I am the true 
vine,” &c. Endeavored to make the sub- 
ject profitable to communicants, by shew- 
ing who is the vine to which true christians 
are united—nature of the union—necessity 
of bearing fruit, &c.—To sinners, by shew- 
ing the danger of being cut off from the 
means of grace—especially baptized unbe- 
lievers, by shewing that they stand in a re- 
lation te the church, different from that of 
unbaptized persons. 

The place which comes next in order, is 
that part of the Canal near the ‘ Buck 
Tavern.” ‘To the Christian, or the mere 
philanthropist, the moral and spiritual ben- 
efit of the men on this great public work, is 
a subject of much interest. It early there- 
fore became a matter of enquiry with your 
Missionary, what can be done to benefit this 
people?

We believe that for him to die was gain, 
because we believe, that months and years before 
his exit, he could in sincerity say, “for me to 
die is Christ.” 

Mr. Prettyman faithfully discharged the duties 
of a ruling elder, in the Presbyterian Congrega- 
tion at Indian River, nearly twenty-four years. 
He was ordained to that sacred office Sept. Sth, 
A. D. 1800, Asa husband, a parent, and an of- 
ficer in the church of Christ, he set an example 
worthy of imitation. However others may act 
“as for me and my house we will serve the 
Lord,” was the resolution, which the uniform 
conduct of our deceased friend, declared he had 
made. Both by aapense and precept he taught 
his family to serve the Lord. To induce all 
heads of families thus to act & to encourage those 
who are diligently using the means of grace in 
their families, we state that Benj’n.

THE JEWS. 
Second Report of the American Society for 

Meliorating the condition of the Jews. 

May, 1824. 

The measures adopted in the course of 
the past year for the increased prosperity of 
the Society, have been successful. Several 
hundred copies of the First Report were 
printed for gratuitous distribution among 
the different denominations of Christians, 
and were sent out in connexion with a Cir- 
cular letter from a Committee of the Board. 
The result has been, an increase of Aux- 
iliaries, of subscriptions to ‘*Israel’s Advo- 
cate,” and of donations to the funds. 

The Rev. S. N. Rowan, was appointed, 
at the commencement of the year, Agent oO 
the Board, at a salary of $500. His prin- 
cipal duties are, to edit and superintend 
the publication of “ Israel’s Advocate”— 
to conduct the correspondence with auxilia- 
ry societies, and make an annual report to 
the Board. 

After the project of purchasing 15 or 
20,000 acres of land for the contemplated 
settlement of converted Jewish emigrants, 
was suspended, the Board turned their at- 
tention to the general interests of the Socie- 
ty, and appointed three new Committees— 
viz. a Committee on Auziliary Societies, 
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Since the last anniversary, 72 new Aux- 
iliaries have been organized, and oicelZ 
recognized—others have been organized, 
but are not yet acknowledged, through the 
wantof some required formalities, . Nine 
auxiliaries have been dissolved, in most cases 
owing to an impression that their contribu- 
tions were needed only for one year. The 
whole number of auxiliaries is now 2153. 

The receipts of the past year have been 
$7,663, 30. 

The Board derive encouragement to per- 
severance, 1. From the fact, that from 
Maine to Georgia, there isan unusual ex- 
citement in the churches in favor of the 
Jews ; 2. That the object of the Society 
unites the opinions and efforts of the differ- 
ent denominations of Christians beyond al- 
most any other ; 3. That there is an un- 
common spirit of inquiry stirred up among 
the Jews themselves, and numbers of them 
are already converted to the faith of Jesus ; 
4. That the book of God so plainly foretells 
the restoration of the tribes of Israel. 

Obligations to continued and increased 
exertion in this cause, are derived from the 
interesting relation in which we stand to the 
Jews, as the depositories of Divine truth— 
as the nation from which Messiah came— 
and the reparation we owe them for the 
wrongs they have received from Christian 
nations.

I find it easy to keep up the attention of 
a congregation, in comparison of that of my 
family. I have found the attention best 
gained, by bringing the truths of Scripture 
into comparison with the faces which are 
before our eyes. It puts more Stimuli in- 
to family-expositions. I never found a fact 
lost, or the current news of the day fail of 
arresting the attention. ‘* How does the 
Bible account for that fact >—That man 
murdered his Father—This or that thing 
happened in our house to day—What does 
the Scripture say of such things ?” 

It is difficult to fix and quiet your family, 
The servants are eager to be gone, to de 
something in hand. ‘There has been some 
disagreement, perhaps between them and 
their mistress. We must seize opportuni- 
ties. We must not drive hard at such 
times as these. Regularity, however, must 
be enforced. If a certain hour is not fixed 
and adhered to, the family will inevitably 
be found in confusion. 

Religion should be prudently brought be- 
fore a family. ‘The old Dissenters wearied 
the families. Jacob reasoned well with 
Esau about the tenderness of his children 
and his flocks and herds. Something gen- 
tle, quiet, moderate should be our aim. 
There should be no scolding : it should be 
mild and pleasant. 

I avoid absolute uniformity : the mind re- 
volts at it, though 1 would shun eccentrici- 
ty, for that is still worse. At one time § 
would say something on what is read ; but 
at another time, nothing. I makeit as nar- 
URAL as-possible : ‘I ama religious man : 
you are my children and my servants ; it is 
NATURAL that we should do so and so.” 

Nothing of superstition should attach to 
family-duty. It is not absolutely and in all 
cases indispensable. If unavoidably inter- 
rupted, we omit it. It is well. If I were 
peremptorily ordered, as the Jews were, to 
bring a lamb, I must be absolute. I do not, 
however, mean in any degree to relax the 
proper obligation. 

Children and servants should see us act- 
ing on the Psalmist’s declaration, J will 
speak of my testimony before kings.

Domestic Economy. 


To make strong, or Book-Binder’s Paste. 


Mix wheaten flour, first in cold water, 
then boil it till it be of a glutinous consis- 
tence ; this method makes common paste. 
When you wish it to be of a stronger na- 
ture, mix a 4th, Sth, or 6th of the weight of 
the flour of powdered alum—and where it 
is wanted of a still more tenacious quality, 
add a little powdered rosin. 











To make Mcad—Take the white of 12 
eggs, mix them well in twenty-four gallons 
of water, to this put forty pounds of honey. 
Boil the whole one hour; Fe put ina little 
ginger, and a little cloves, or cinnamon. or 
mace, or pimento, or a very small quantity 
of each, as may be convement. When the 
Mead is cold, add a spoonful of yeast, and 
pour it into a cask, which should be full 
that it may work out at the bung. When 
the fermentation is over, close the cask, and 
put it into a cellar or vault, where no chan- 
ges in the atmosphere will affect it. When 
it has stood six or eight months, it may be 
bottled off\—Some prefer to omit the spices, 
which may be done, and good Mead 
be made. 

Cure for the bite of a Viper.—We have 
seen a case stated by Dr. G. Prima of Eng- 
land, that he cured the poison occasioned 
by the bite of a viper, by the affusion in cold 
water, and administering half a scruple of 
pure ammonia, in 5 ounces of peppermint 
water, to be taken every hour, in doses of 
two table spoonsfull. We have seen an 
account also of the hydrophobia having been 
successfully cured by a similar treatment, 
namely by immersion of the whole body in 
cold water, and pouring it in a continued 
stream upon the hice of the patient. 

Cure for sore eyes, &e.—Use the mncil- 
age of the Sesamum Indicum, or Bene plant, 
made by taking one or more of the leaves of 
the plant immersed in a tumbler of pure 
water, which will change the whole into a 
perfect mucilage, which prepare with warm 
water, as a wash; take the leaves out of the 
water and apply them to your eyes on going 
to bed; they are soft, smooth and comforta- 
ble, and will free the eyes from any appear- 
ance of inflammation. The mucilage is al- 
so particularly useful to be taken inwardly

for the dysentery and summer ps mee of 


children; and the leaves serve admirably 
well as a dressing for burns, blisters, &c. 
There are five species of the Sesamum, all 
of which are good. 
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
